fourth principal meridian, on lands owned by him or his associates,
sufficient to make and create a head of seven feet, and to make
use of the water of said river for hydraulic purposes.

Et!ﬂ;jsefot.to law  §2. That the general law, approved January thirﬁeenth, eigh-
teen hundred and forty, “Relating’ to mills and mill dams,” shall
be and hereby is declared to be applicable to any dam which may
be constructed by virtue of this act.

Tobuild slide.  § 3. Thisact shall be subject to amendment or alteration when-
ever the said river shall be so impioved above said dam as to admit
of the passage of boats and barges, by any future Legistature of
Territory or State of Wisconsin; and the said Lurwick, his asso~
ciates or successors, shall construct and keep in good repair a suf-
ficient slide, not less than thirty feet wide, and so constructed as
not to cause a fall of more than onefoot to evary ten feet of smoolh
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surfacé, to admit of the passage of all rafts of lumb&, &c. down
said stream. '
